LINING-OUT  STOCK 

Young  plants  carefully  grown  and  prepared  for  those  who  do  not 
have  the  time  or  equipment  to  propagate  economically.  Most  of  them  will 
be  ready  for  re-sale  at  the  height  of  the  gardening  season  if  potted  or 
planted  early. 

Excepting  anemones,  we  sell  no  plants  directly  from  the  sand  of  the 
propagating  benches.  All  are  establshed  in  soil  and  hardened  off  in  cold- 
frames  or  come  from  divisions  of  field  clumps.  About  80%  of  these  plants 
are  established  in  the  fall  and  wintered  in  frames. 

Named  varieties  are  absolutely  true,  coining  from  cuttings  or  div¬ 
isions  of  true  stock.  This  is  emphasized  in  individual  items  where  var¬ 
iable  seed-grown  stock  is  often  listed  as  true  stock.

Through  the  worst  summers  and  winters  in  local  nursery  history  it 
has  proven  its  ability  to  thrive  under  adverse  conditions  without  coddling. 
Precious  as  the  stock  has  been,  we  have  never  brought  it  in  during  the 
winter  nor  even  covered  it  with  sash. 

EMERALD  CUSHION  is  a  good  propagator,  the  divisions  taking  hold 
readily  in  spring  or  fall.  This  is  a  great  advantage  in  comparison  with 
the  habits  of  other  close,  compart  varieties.

CULTURAL  NOTE 


Many  plants  bloom  earlier  under  starved,  dry  conditions.  THE  OPPOSITE 
IS  TRUE  of  chrysanthemums.  Generous  use  of  manure,  phosphate  and  water 
brings  earlier  and  better  bloom.  Last  year's  lateness  and  poor  quality  were 
due  to  an  extremely  unusual  lack  of  the  "short  day-cool  night"  effect  in  the 
late  summer,  not  to  the  rank  growth  stimulated  by  abundant  rain. 
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
